SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine Champagne & Cock-Tails is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine consists of explicit colour photographs and sexual activity between a 
man and a woman. A significant proportion of the photographs have the effect of 
dehumanising and demeaning the participants because of the continual close focus 
upon the participants' genitals and a series of photographs depicting the female 
participant being anally penetrated and ejaculated over whilst positioned on her 
shoulders. Owing to the extent and degree of the demeaning and dehumanising 
aspects of these depictions, the Classification Office finds the availability of the 
magazine is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

The limitation of si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 is considered to be 
reasonable and justified owing to the demeaning and dehumanising nature of the 
majority of the magazine's photographs. 
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
